AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF 
PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, AMENDING ORDINANCE #88-1, 

THE "PALM BEACH COUNTY VEHICLE IMMOBILIZATION 
EQUIPMENT ORDINANCE," PROVIDING FOR UTILIZATION OF 
VEHICLE IMMOBILIZATION EQUIPMENT FOR UNAUTHORIZED 
VEHICLES PARKED IN FIRE LANES, NO PARKING ZONES AND 
BEYOND TIME LIMITATIONS IN TEMPORARY PARKING SPACES 
IN ALL COUNTY OWNED OR LEASED PROPERTY; PROVIDING 
FOR ADDITIONAL DEFINITIONS; PROVIDING FOR 
SEVERABILITY,iAPPLICABILITY, CODIFICATION,'AND 
EFFECTIVE DATE. 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach 
County, Florida enacted Ordinance #88-1, the Palm Beach County Vehicle 
Immobilization Equipment Ordinance, to implement policies, guidelines, 
and standards to deter illegally parked vehicles in the Governmental 
Garage and at the Dixie and Fourth Street Parking Lots; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners now wishes to 
extend those policies, guidelines and standards for all county-owned and 
leased property; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners wishes to amend 
Ordinance #88-1 to provide for the changes to the vehicle immobilization 
equipment. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA that: 

SECTION 1. Section 3 of Ordinance #88-1 is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

The purpose of this ordinance is to authorize the 
immobilization of unauthorized vehicles parked in spaces in all County 
owned or operated property designed as "RESERVED," "HANDICAP," in a 
traffic or fire lane, in an area designated as a "NO PARKING ZONE," or 
beyond the time limitations in a temporary parking space . 
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SECTION 2. Section 4 of Ordinance #88-1 is hereby amended to read as 


follows: 

SECTION 4. DEFINITIONS 

For the purpose of this ordinance, the following terms shall 


mean: 

43^ (1) "Board" shall mean the Board of County Commissioners 
of Palm Beach County. 

48) - (2) "County" shall mean Palm Beach County, a political 
subdivision of the State of Florida. 

49) - (3) "Department of General Services" shall mean the 
Department of General Services of Palm Beach County or any subdivision 
thereof which has been assigned the responsibility of administering and 
enforcing this ordinance. 

(4) Fire Lane" shall mean any path designated for access by 
emergency vehicles. 

44)- (5) "Handicap or Handicap Parking Only" shall mean any 
space designated for the use of a vehicle displaying the proper stickers 
on the license tag as defined by Florida Statutes 316.1958 and/or 
320.0848. 

(6) "Jurisdictional boundaries" shall mean the garage 
known as the Governmental Center Garage, located at 215 North Dixie 
Highway in West Palm Beach, 4he-F4r»t-64ree4-and-B4x4e-Ij©eT-i©e«fced-©t 
208-N©ireh-B4x4e-H4ghwayT-aRd-the-F©urth-6ereee-fcaw-4©eT-4©ea«ed

Pe4m-Beaeh and any and all County owned or leased property . 

•(5} (7) "No Parking Zone" shall mean a vehicle is prohibited 
from parking in the defined area. 

{44> (8) "Operator" shall mean a driver of a vehicle. 

{40> (9) "Person" shall mean any individual, firm, association, 
joint venture, partnership, estate, trust, corporation group, state 
officer, or unit of federal, state, county, or municipal government, and 
all other associations and combinations, whether public or private. 

■(3)- (10) "Reserved" shall mean a space assigned to an 
individual for his/her use. 

443> (11) "Space" shall mean a parking space within the 
jurisdictional boundaries. 
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(12) "State shall mean the State of Florida. 


(13) "Temporary Parking Space" shall mean a space designated 
for temporary parking with specified time limitations. 

46^ (14) "Traffic Lane" shall mean any path designated for the 
use of vehicle movement. 

4-1)- (15) "Vehicle immobilization equipment" shall mean a parking 
enforcement device that prohibits the movement of a vehicle through the 
use of a locking mechanism attached to the wheel of the vehicle. 

434 (16) "Unauthorized" shall mean without permission from the 
individual assigned to the "RESERVED" space, without the required 
handicap sticker as defined by Florida Statutes 316.1958 and/or 320.0848, 
or without written authorization from the Department of General Services. 
SECTION 3. Section 5 (1)(b) of Ordinance 88-1 is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

(b) Signs will be placed at jurisdictional area entrances to 
alert any person parking an unauthorized vehicle in a space designated as 
"reserved," "handicap," in a traffic or fire lane ± or in an area marked 
"No Parking Zone /' or beyond time limitations in a temporary 
parking space that such parking will result in the vehicle being 
immobilized. 

SECTION 4. SEVERABILITY 

If any section, part of a section, paragraph, sentence, clause, 
phrase or word of this ordinance is for any reason held or declared to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holdings of invalidity shall 
not affect the remaining portions of this ordinance and it shall be 
construed to have been the legislative intent to pass this ordinance 
without such unconstitutional, invalid or inoperative part therein, and 
the remainder of this ordinance after the exclusion of such part or parts 
shall be deemed to be held valid as if such part or parts had not been 
included therein, or if this ordinance or any of the provisions thereof 
shall be held inapplicable to any person, group of persons, property, 
kind of property, circumstances or set of circumstances, such holdings 
shall not affect the applicability thereof to any person, property or 
circumstances.

SECTION 5. APPLICABILITY 


This ordinance shall be applicable throughout the area defined 
as the jurisdictional boundaries. 

SECTION 6._ CODIFICATION 

It is the intent of the Board and is hereby ordained that the 
provisions of this ordinance shall become and be made a part of the Code 
of Laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida; that the sections 
of this ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to accomplish such 
intentions; and the word "ordinance" may be changed to "section," 
"article," or other appropriate word. 

SECTION 7. EFFECTIVE DATE: Filing with Secretary of State 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become effective upon 

receipt of acknowledgement by the Secretary of State.
